2-Mtr. Teletype Activity Gaining

It has been a few months 
since I had an article in Florida 
Skip regarding 2 meter RTTY. 
The article did stir considerable 
interest. I thought a report 
might be in order. We have been 
enjoying increased activity on 
147.03 MHz. 

We now have four local 
stations who are monitoring in 
some manner. Hither by true 
auto-start, or VOX operated 
tape recorders. These stations 
are capable of receiving 
messages any time of day. This 
type of monitoring does not 
require the station operator to 
be in the shack in order to 
receive, not only his own 
messages, but any other traffic

getting FLORIDA SKIP on tape each month. Chuck, almost blind, 
operates his fine station on all bands. He loves traffic and works 
into Miami area most every day on 2 meter FM. See article 
elsewhere about tape project (Photo via K4BLM) 


or items of interest received in 
his absence. His recorder or 
printer will come on (on signal) 
and print or record the 
message, and he will get it 
later. This is assured. He later 
can answer at his convenience. 
Of course, if both operators are 
available at the time and desire 
to do so, they can certainly get 
involved in a QSO. That is a 
matter of choice. 

There are four other local 
stations that shortly will have 
the same set-up, time needed 
only to complete building 
projects, or small purchases 
here and there. 

We have also enjoyed many 
RTTY contacts with two 
stations from Key West who 
have joined us on two meters. 
Their signals have been picked 
up on my printer several times 
even though there was no 
schedule. We need more of that 
type of sending. 

On actual schedules with Key 
West, it has been mostly 
satisfactory considering we are 
still not well set up for the long 
hauls. We have already proved 
that seventy percent of the 
chance of making contact 
depends on both stations being 
there, the rest depends on 
equipment and conditions. 

On one schedule, four Miami 
stations enjoyed a solid two 
hour, full quieting, voice and 
RTTY session with two Key 
West stations. Conditions from 9 
to 11 P.M. were unbelievable, 
particularly since one Key West 
station was working with 15 
watts, and a beam only up about 
30 feet. 

As a result of the last article 
on two meter RTTY I received 


several inquiries, some of which 
Ihave not yet made contact. Let 
me assure those they will be 
hearing from me in the near 
future.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


THE YEAR THAT WAS 


What did 1973 do for amateur radio? Do to amateur radio. And, 
most importantly, what did amateur radio do for 1973? 

NEW EQUIPMENT. The trend toward digital readouts hit a new 
high. We have a few transceivers, many multimeters, even more 
frequency meters, and a whole bucketful of four-function and eight- 
function minicalculators on the market at reasonable prices. 
There’s no doubt that these make radio operating (and, in some 
instances, radio construction) more pleasureable. 

NEW REGULATIONS. The FCC (and Prose Walker) have come 
in for some harsh words, but it’s my opinion that the FCC rates a 
plus. The Novice and the General Class examinations now inquire 
in some degree as to the applicant’s knowledge of radio operating 
procedure. Not nearly enough, though! The technical questions are 
tougher, too. And that’s all for the good. Listening on the phone 
bands makes one wonder how the majority of the talkers (note my 
avoidance of ‘‘operators’’) acquired their licenses. 

PUBLIC SERVICE. Several instances of communications 
emergencies in this part of the country gave the Amateur Radio. 
Service opportunities to show its mettle. It did well. Not as well as it 
could have, had the news media given out full information regar- 
ding the potentialities of our communications services. In some 
cases, amateur radio and not Criminal Banders got the credit 
earned. In most cases, though, amateur radio was damned with the 
scurrilous appellation ‘“‘ham,”’ indicating that the news media held 
it in derisive contempt. 

REBIRTH. Radio amateurs die. Some, for incomprehensible 
reasons, quit the game. Many become so inactive as to be only 
letters in a callbook. All these factors add up to a requirement for 
rebirth, for rejuvenation, for regeneration. Without the constant 
influx of new blood, we die. 

Yes, 1973 has been a good year. What does 1974 hold for us? Much 
of the answer depends upon you, and individual amateur of radio 
communication and technology. What’s your answer?

AIR FORCE MARS

It seems all the _ prog- 
nostigators of deteriorating 
frequencies were right. Condi- 
tions on 4 Mc have shown a 
steady drop since late fall. In 
anticipation of this HQTRS has 
assigned several frequencies 
for us to try in the 2 Mc region. 
They are: 2038.5, 2229.0, 2230.5, 
2232.0, 2621.0, 2622.5, 2624.0, 
2728.5, 2730.5 and 2732.0. While 
all of them have not yet been 
cleared for night time use, 
2038.5 and 2624.0 have and if you 
can reach these frequencies, at 
least listen on them during 
evening hours for possible 
copying of other stations with 
the idea of reporting how they 
propagate. Some Drake 
equipment owners will be 
unhappy with those frequencies 
in the 2.6 Mc range, as their 
manual will tell them not to 
transmit there. I have already 
tried these frequencies with my 
T4X and found that my antenna 
tuner effectively traps out the 
unwanted spurious signal in- 
volved. It may or may not work 
for all, but if you have a tuner, 


give it a try, with a nearby 
buddy checking for any signals 
besides the one you want. 


One other thought along these 
same lines, with the advent of 
daylight saving time, we will 
start an hour earlier local time, 
giving us the time before skip 
starts to lengthen out. This 
should be to our advantage as 
the frequency will be quieter.

Cunningham, Florida Utilities Assoc., 
Lakeland, to stand-by for an emergency 
request from Homestead. 

At 5:30 p.m. Homestead C.D. Director 
requested a saturation surveillance and 
maximum security watch be established 
in the N.W. section disaster area. 

Civil defense FM radio units were in- 
stalled in the police station, National 
Guard HDQ. with a mobile at the scene. 
This provided command control for all 
systems. 

All SDECA civil defense units not 
already in service were called into the 
center for briefing, identification and 
assignment. S.O.P. was established and 
units sent to the disaster area. Back alleys 
were cleared of debris where possible to 
allow access for patrol cars. 

At approximately 8:00 p.m. Red Cross 
advised that their electric power and 
telephone had been restored. The Dade 
Emergency Net and The Homestead 
RACES units were secured. Metro station 
4 Perrine was advised that H.C.D. had 
been released from the Gateway Mobile 
Home Park, and Red Cross Com- 
munication Support. However operations 
would continue in the Homestead area 
throughout the night. 

This RACES unit WB4ZDC handled eight 
pieces of official traffic, plus maintaining 
net control for all other portable and 
mobile units in the area.

QNX here.’’ Anyway here goes. 

QFTN has been recovering from some 
months in the doldrums and has about 
reached the point where it needs a bit more 
to do. QNIs have been as high as a dozen 
recently and the stations reporting have 
been well distributed around the state. 


Half a dozen stations or more are 
reporting consistently from strategic 
points and more would be reporting 
nightly if we had something to say other 
than — “QRU” — ! 

In other words, QFTN could now use 
some input from other nets and can offer 
reasonable promise of delivery.
